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Applicants pointed out that there is one common inventor between the cited reference and the application. The Examiner is keenly aware 
of this fact, and this is why claims 1-6, 10-12, 16-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as well as 102(a). 

Applicants repeatedly argue throughout the entire remarks that the Examiner has not considered that the update procedure provided in 
accordance with the present claims is restricted to just those storage elements that have invalidated the object. The Examiner disagrees. 

In the "Response to Remarks" section of the Office Action mailed on 2/26/2007, the Examiner expressly pointed out that the reference 
teaches that "the central cache consults its local directories 110 to see which local caches may contain changed objects. Using local 
directories, the central cache 102 sends appropriate update messages to local caches (paragraphs 0039-0040)." Thus the reference 
clearly teaches that the central cache only sends appropriate update messages to those local caches that may contain changed objects. 

Therefore, the Examiner's position regarding the patentability of all claims remains the same as stated in the previous Office Action. 

The Examiner would like to acknowledge the request of interview that is embedded inside the remarks filed on 4/26/2007. However, the 
Examiner is required to issue a response to every after-final amendment within a very limited time frame in order to avoid penalty, and by 
the time the Examiner had an opportunity to review this after-final amendment and noticed the embedded request, there was not enough 
time left to arrange for an interview without violating the required responding time frame. The Examiner strongly recommend that 
Applicants call the Examiner well in advance in a timely manner to arrange an interview if desired, rather than embedding the request 
inside the replying remarks. 
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
